Phosphorus, as one might expect, does 
not fail to illustrate its powerful affinity 
when exposed to the gas. Prussian bine 
reacts very beautifully and burns with 
a pink flame. A crystal of iodine placed 
in a current of the gas gives a pale 
flame, and a heavy liquid distills over, 
which etches glass and hisses like red 
hot iron when thrown into water.—
